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A large number of West Texans will 
likely be in Austin today as the 
hearing on the four Hospital Districts 
in Jones and Fisher Counties will be 
held by a Senate Sub-Committee 
Because there has been quite a bit of 
controversy about the districts, this 
will likely be only the beginning of the 
battles in Austin 
Whatever bills make it out of this 
Senate Comm ittee must be passed in 
the Senate and then go to the House, 
Separate bills have been introduced 
in the House and the House can either 
pass their own bills or amend or adopt 
the Senate bills. 
It is anybody’s guess as to how the 
three Senators serving on the Sub­ 
com m ittee will 
react 
to the dif­ 
fe r e n c e s 
b etw e en 
the 
proposed 
Hamlin 
District 
and 
the 
Fisher 
County 
District. 
There 
are other 
problems 
facing 
the 
three 
Jones 
County bills from people living in the 
Southern part of the county but this 
conflict with Fisher County is the 
major one affecting the people of 
Hamlin. 
Leaders in the m ovem ent to create 
the Hamlin district have m ade every 
effort to reach a com prom ise w ith the 
people of Fisher County but to no 
avail. The leaders in the movem ent in 
Fisher County claim the right to their 
entire county and it is the opinion of 
the people of Hamlin that the land just 
West of Hamlin should be included in 
Hamlin’s district. 
We have people living within the 
Hamlin City limits that would be 
taxed to pay for a Rotan hospital In 
reading some of the statem ents that 
have been appearing in the Rotan 
newspaper the past few weeks one 
would think that Hamlin is trying to 
take away all of Fisher County to 
support our hospital. 
But 
in 
reality, 
Hamlin 
is 
only 
seeking a small portion of Fisher 
County, that part that is obviously 
within the Hamlin trade territory. 
Since no com promise has 
been 
reached 
with 
the 
leaders 
of 
the 
hospital movement in Fisher County 
the matter will have to be settled by 
m em bers of the Legislature serving 
as arbitrators.
